EALTH service convenient term cover the 
various protective measures adopted the school 
conserve and improve the health children. 

These measures and procedures health service not 
primarily depend upon, involve the knowledge, re- 
sponsibility, activity the pupils themselves, but 
many points the program health service, situations 
occur which provide important items and opportunities 
for the health education children. Health service in- 
cludes the following phases health protection and 
health promotion 

First the health examination and inspection made 
physicians, psychiatrist, dentist, nurse, physical-edu- 
cation teacher, classroom teacher. 

Second the follow-up program and correction 
remediable health defects, such certain conditions 
malnutrition; functional defects posture and other 
orthopedic defects; defective mental and emotional 
habits, which are increasingly recognized great im- 
portance the health the school child, and which 
incipient stages and milder forms may be, and should 
be, treated and corrected the school itself; the more 
serious health defects, requiring medical and surgical 
treatment, which must attended outside the 
schools. The school has important health service 
perform bringing knowledge children’s defects 
found school the attention parents, physicians, 
health authorities, and social agencies; and promot- 
ing co-operation all these agencies for the correction 
all the remedial defects discovered. 

Third the daily health inspection discover 
whether the child good enough health 
school that day, centering in: detecting early signs 
health disorders, excluding children from the school 
who present certain recognized signs health disorder 
disturbances, and readmitting school pupils after any 
type illness consistent enforcement adopted 
regulations which are approved local health author- 
ities and embody standards the best public-health 
factors.

Fifth, the hygiene environment sanitation, 
concerned with the factors affecting health the school 
plant and its surroundings equipment, 
and maintenance. This phase health service and pro- 
tection includes the location the school the construc- 
tion and equipment the school building; provisions 
the fixed and permanent school equipment relating 
fire protection; matters relating fresh air and venti- 
lation; water for drinking and washing; lighting; tech- 
nical equipment the furniture the schoolroom, 
blackboards, and other items permanent and fixed 
the cleaning the school building and 
rooms. 

Sixth are first-aid and safety provisions. This phase 
health service includes first-aid outfits and the skill 
school officials and teachers meeting emergency 
situations. 

Seventh the hygiene instruction. This includes 
the hygienic administration and management the 
school such items length school day, frequency 
and length recess periods, questions home study, 
kinds instruction, examinations, tests, forms dis- 
cipline, and all other items the program and admin- 
istration the school which may affect health. 

Eighth the health teachers, janitors, custo- 
dians, and other school officials and employees who come 
contact with school children. 

Health education? the sum experiences school 
and elsewhere, which favorably influence habits, atti- 
tudes, and knowledge relating individual, community, 
and racial health.” also important this connec- 
tion remember, stated Health “that 
health education can promoted only emphasizing 
all aspects health: physical, mental, social, 


minority the Committee would include all phases the school health 
program in the term health education. That is, they would include all health 
instruction and all health services, such as health examinations, the follow-up 
program, the daily health inspection, the hygiene and sanitation of the school 
plant and equipment, and the hygiene of the school program. This position is 
based the assumption that health services should included the 
school health program unless they can justified health education.

THE functions the schools are classified line 

and staff then the service and instructional phases 

the school health program involve both types 
relationships. The instructional side the school health 
program cannot organized independently de- 
partment since interdepartmental functions involving 
all teachers and all subjects are concerned. The term 
division used here include such interdepart- 
mental program interests, which the term department 
does not clearly cover. The principal every school 
should the administrative officer finally responsible 
for the maintenance complete health program 
his school. 


Organization 

The type organization provided for administering 
the school health program question administra- 
tive convenience for each school system. the larger 
cities, separate division may practicable. the 
smaller school systems, even some the larger 
systems, may practicable join one more 
the closely related phases the school program with 
health, making, for example, some such arrangement 
division health and physical education, divi- 
sion health with one more the following: phys- 
ical education, guidance, safety, attendance, and the 
like. Since physical education has been associated, the 
minds most school executives, closely with health 
values and objectives, the particular phase the 
school program most often combined with health. Such 
arrangement can justified perhaps aaminis- 
trative convenience, but not the basis identity 
programs objectives the two fields. 

The recognition health one the cardinal ob- 
jectives education and the fact that the program 
health affects the school plant, the whole staff, the 
entire curriculum, and every child, necessitate the choice 
specially trained administrator director the 
program. This official should have one the following 
types professional preparation: (1) wide experience 
school administrator, with least year ad- 
ditional training the phases the school program 
that are included the division administered 
(2) course medicine, with M.D. degree, and 
least year training education, school health, and 
other special phases the program the proposed divi- 
sion; (3) course education with Ph.D. degree, 
equivalent education; e.g., Ed.D. Pd.D., with 
major health and other related fields. The director 
this division should rank assistant superintendent. 
should have assistant, assistants, charge 
the special phases the program which 
not technically trained.

Personnel 

the school health program considered all its 
phases, the whole staff the school might listed 
included this program. But those members the 
staff who are completely occupied the school health 
program, those who make important contributions 
it, exclusive the classroom teacher, constitute the 
actual health personnel. may include physicians, 
school nurses, dentists, dental hygienists, dental attend- 
ants, oculists, psychologists psychological counselors 
(mental hygienists), deans, social advisers, visiting 
teachers, nutritionists, health counselors, teachers 
health and specially related subjects. 

There are generally accepted standards how 
large health staff necessary the school system 
certain size. But the scope school health activities 
necessary for the maintenance adequate school 
health program fairly well recognized. These activities 
necessitate the services some all members the 
staff just named. The number each type and the par- 
ticular workers included depend entirely upon the 
size the school system, and the extent the health 
program. 

Though financial limitations and the size the school 
unit are obviously conditioning factors the school 
health program, child any public private school 
the United States today should without the priv- 
ilege minimum program health service and edu- 
cation. Such program will necessitate medical, nursing, 
and dental staffs, least, with the addition such 
other workers the health needs may indicate and 
economic conditions permit. Rural schools should 
combined into administrative units sufficiently large 
justify adequate program minimum essentials 
administered the state, county, district school 
officials. With the training now offered practically 
every teacher-training institution the country, there 
legitimate excuse for neglect health education 
and those health services which can carried 
the classroom teacher. 

The Physicians and other specialists should grad- 
uates medicine their special fields, and should 
have some training public health, and educational 
philosophy and methods. may necessary supply 
the training education part the training 
service. Such training may obtained now several 
graduate schools education. essential those 
who conduct the health examinations are use strategic 
opportunities teach health, and interpret the find- 
ing these examinations effectively parents and 
teachers. Only those physicians and other specialists 
should retained who have sympathy for their work 
and are willing acquire understanding its educa- 
tional implications. There considerable disagreement 
among administrators whether part-time full- 
time specialists aré preferable, and the local situation 
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must determine which type employment seems most 
advantageous. Usually the part-time specialists are paid 
approximately $1,000 year, although the practice 
naturally varies considerably, depending upon the train- 
ing and amount service rendered. Many communities 
choose this staff consultation with local medical 
organizations. Certainly the closest co-operation and 
most cordial relationship should exist between the school 
medical staff and the physicians the community. 

The difficulty securing adequate service from 
dentists has led some communities substitute dental 
The dental hygienist, however, limited 
the type service which she can render, and ad- 
vantageous have least the part-time service 
dentist addition. When dentist employed 
found economical furnish dental attendant. 

The school nurse should, the least, graduate 
four-year high school, and accredited school 
nursing. addition, she should have least one 
year recognized public-health nursing course and 
special training education. She should rank salary 
schedule with teachers possessing equal training, ex- 
perience, and personal qualifications. There should 
supervisor nurses for each eight ten school nurses.* 
The frequently accepted standard one nurse for ap- 
proximately every two thousand pupils being found 
unsatisfactory. The present tendency reduce the 
ratio 1,500 pupils for each nurse. 

The psychologists, psychological counselors, guidance 
directors, mental hygienists, whatever type officers 
are charge psychological testing, guidance work, 
individual consultations, the study problem chil- 
dren, should thoroughly trained, with least mas- 
ter’s degree education, and special training psy- 
chology, including the diagnosis and treatment men- 
tal and emotional cases. 

The more general practice school systems today 
handle psychological and achievement testing, clin- 
ical problems, and the supervision guidance work 
from central office. Possibly better plan, can 
maintained financially, merely supervise all these 
activities from the central office and assign the psy- 
chological guidance workers themselves directly 
the separate schools. one such worker could 
plied for every 1,000 1,500 pupils the elementary 
schools and one for every 500 pupils the junior and 
senior high schools, with supervision from the central 
office, the program should function adequately. The plan 
use junior and senior high schools some cities 
relieve six teachers, specially trained for this work, 
from half their teaching schedules, assign one each 
through the three years, and employ one full-time coun- 
selor co-ordinate and direct the work all. Such 
staff has been found adequate serve the needs 
school 1,500 2,000 pupils. 

Supervisors health education should have the usual 
training and experience classroom teachers, with 


member the Committee that this worker can nothing 
that the regular school nurse cannot better. After several years experi- 
ence with dental hygienists, he recommends the elimination of this type of 
worker from the school health organization. 

member the Committee considers the supervisor nurses un- 
necessary luxury the school health organization and suggests that the head 
physician or the assistant superintendent of schools in charge of health educa- 
tion supervise the work the nurses directly. 
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master’s degree, the full equivalent, health educa- 
tion. The training should include the biological sciences 
and other health sciences, educational principles and 
methods, supervision classroom instruction, and curri- 
culum construction. the general supervisors are 
trained that they can include the supervision health 
education part their duties, such plan would 
desirable because would lessen the number 
special supervisors. However, health education usually 
regarded requiring such range technical knowl- 
edge and such unusual training that special supervisors 
are needed. 

Every school system should have some official whose 
special duty the supervision health education. 
school systems are not large enough afford separate 
officials, town county should organized health- 
education unit. very small organizations this duty 
may necessity rest the superintendent prin- 
cipal larger systems the head the school health 
still larger ones, one more special super- 
visors health education may needed. Whoever the 
official may be, she should direct the development 
the curriculum health should supervise 
the health education; should bring about proper co- 
ordination health education all school levels; and 
should held responsible for adequate provision 
this important phase the program, lest health educa- 
tion, often incidental other subject matter, should 
neglected. 

The importance certain phases the health-educa- 
tion program, considered from the normal point view 
rather than the clinical, has only recently been recog- 
nized. Such phases are nutrition, mental hygiene, safety 
education, and social hygiene. order that the signifi- 
cant health implications these and other phases 
the program may not neglected, the supervisor 
health education should have special training these 
important fields. 

Health counselors co-ordinators may appointed 
junior and senior high schools co-ordinate the 
many phases the health program and serve the 
chairmen health committees their individual 
schools. They should qualified natural interests 
and professional training and experience direct the 
teaching the subject. particular school, the health 
counselor might the teacher the school 
nurse; the teacher physical education; the 
teacher home economics; the dean social ad- 
viser; or, where regular teachers hygiene are pro- 
vided, one these may act this capacity. such 
highly efficient person given these extra responsi- 
bilities, necessary assistance should provided pre- 
vent overloading. 

Visiting teachers may included the health divi- 
sion, the attendance department, the guidance de- 
partment, may operate department separate 
from any other. When the organization includes nurses 
and visiting teachers the same department there has 
been some tendency develop new type worker 
that combines the training both groups, because 
the duplication function. the broad conception 
health, presented this study, accepted, seems 
practicable propose the training pupil personnel 
worker who will deal with all types health problems 
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physical, mental, emotional, social that concern the 
school child his relations with the home, the child 
relation the school. 

The visiting teacher, included most school organi- 
zations present, usually trained teacher and 
should have additional specific training social case work. 
the organization includes nurses, guidance counselors, 
and visiting teachers the proportional number workers 
each class cannot large. One visiting teacher for 
each 2,000 pupils can maintain minimum program. 
combination the functions nurse and visiting teacher 
and some phases guidance for one worker would neces- 
sitate least one such worker for each 500 pupils. 

Health teachers secondary schools will need special 
training they are realize the objectives the health- 
education program. Some teacher-training institutions are 
now supplying this training and many more will un- 
doubtedly add within the next few years. However, for 
many teachers now service this training must ob- 
tained extension courses, summer sessions, confer- 
ences with the health-education supervisor. Teachers 
such related subjects general and social sciences, home 
economics, nutrition, and physical education subjects 
from which may come important health teaching should 
given special responsibility for certain units health

HOUGH athletics is, far, not the most important 

activity the school, though the scale values 

ranks far below Sodality work, scholarship, the 
library, perhaps other form extracurricular activity 
can much produce healthy, happy school spirit 
athletics. can have the most solid religious-training 
course, and outrank other schools the scholastic oppor- 
tunities offer, but much may deplore the fact, the 
children aren’t nearly conscious these greater benefits, 
they are team that equal to, perhaps little 
better than, those the other schools near theirs.

Cost School Health Program 

Because the difficulty isolating all the elements 
the health program school system, impossible 
yet determine the cost good program. However, 
one considers the cost the administrative and super- 
visory personnel, plus the program health service, and 
excludes the cost health education other than that given 
the service staff, possible reach some helpful 
approximation. Various surveys have arrived radically 
different cost figures because this indefiniteness the 
cost basis, but recent studies indicate that two three 
dollars each pupil should supply adequate 
health service and supervision health instruction. This 
exclusive health education the regular teaching 
staff and such services are furnished cafeterias and 
lunchrooms. may that the development accurate 
school accounting, making possible complete allocation 
the items comprising the total cost the school health 
program, together with fuller appreciation society 
its tremendous importance, will raise the amount 
per cent the educational budget. Such percentage 
not excessive when the relative importance healthful 
life fully considered.

This can more easily accomplishd impressing the 
participants that they harm both themselves 
team playing when injured physically unfit.

The social gains participation athletics are even 
greater than the physical ones. Chief among these advan- 
tages are character training, which comes from true sports- 
manship, the ability work with others, and the develop- 
ment leadership. 

Good sportsmanship moral quality like honesty, 
truthfulness, loyalty, co-operation, all which, fact, 
includes, and way biologically inheritable. the 
beginning, can induced only through definite pro- 
gram education, combined with willing practice. With 
continued practice, the activities involved become conduct 
habits and are followed matter course. Continued 
under these conditions, they becume the customs and tradi- 
tions the school and are accepted the only methods 
conduct. 
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Director and Coach Important 


The athletic director and the coach have greater in- 
fluence the development sportsmanship than perhaps 
any other persons with whom the player comes contact. 
They should not forgetful the fact that our ideals 
come adolescence and develop later. The coach has 
almost unbounded influence the athletes under her 
charge, influence which can hardly overexaggerated. 
are foolish ignore it, for great factor our 
schools for good for evil, according our care 
selecting the one fill this important position. 

Since the influence the coach great, she should 
possess sterling qualities. Besides thorough knowledge 
sports and the ability impart this knowledge, she should 
have high ideals and above all, she should practical 
Catholic, that the devoted admiration the children 
may not misplaced. The ideal coach should possess that 
womanly refinement desirable convent girls. Remem- 
ber, said the ideal coach, and this refers well all the 
other above-mentioned qualities. Like the valiant woman, 
“Far and from the uttermost coasts the price her. The 
heart the principal trusteth her, and she shall have 
need loving-cups; she shall render the school good 
and not evil all the days her coaching.” 


Ideals Players 


athletics can arouse such enthusiasm both teach- 
ers and children, sometimes easy forget that 
should kept subordinate classwork. Practice should 
not interfere with class schedules, nor should children who 
are below par their studies allowed belong the 
school team. the team represents and, certain ex- 
tent, advertises the school, another point bear mind 
selecting the players think other qualifications 
besides expert playing. mean, select not only the good 
player, but especially that type girl that most nearly 
approaches the ideal convent girl. Physical prowess with 
lack refinement far from attractive young women. 

Not only should the players trained true sports- 
manship but, likewise, the spectators usually composed 
the student body, should taught treat the visiting 
team and the officials with courtesy. Booing officials 
players should never tolerated. 

Co-operation, the ability readily and pleasantly 
work with others, developed athletic training because 
success depends upon teamwork. athletic games the 
bold, self-assertive child learns that she may not monop- 
olize opportunities; the unappreciated child gains self- 
respect and the respect others through some particular 
skill that makes her desired partner, respected op- 
ponent. She learns take defeat without discouragement 
and win without undue elation. these ways are the 
dormant powers for social co-operation developed, and this 
habit co-operation will stand the girl good stead 
later life. She realizes that,

But the everlasting teamwork 
every bloomin’ soul. 

The greatest value team play lies the co-operation 
the players, all working together for common end, 
player’s thought and effort being what best for her 
team rather than use her skill for individual glory. Just 
here lies our best opportunity develop those virtues most 
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necessary after life—especially now when Catholic 
Action, the need for good leadership and effective co-opera- 
tion among Catholics, stressed. 

Leadership developed athletics because each player 
shows her own responsibility during the game meeting 
the exigencies with resourcefulness and initiative, but 
accordance with the established rules play for the per- 
fection the team-element the game. 

The development noble character traits the players 
greatly furthered our example setting high 
standard conduct. Opportunity given set such 
standards our attitude toward the rules; that is, abiding 
the spirit the rules. those charge accept grace- 
fully the penalties enforced during the game, the players 
will likewise. Our attitude toward the officials should 
one confidence and respect. feel responsible for 
the treatment official for guest, the players will 
likewise treat the visiting team with courtesy. 

Another character trait may develop athletic con- 
tests sense honor. Let teach our girls play 
win with all their might. But let have them realize 
that any victory not earned strictly their own merits 
disgrace rather than cause congratulation. better 
opportunity can found for teaching that trusted 
far greater than praised. player should scorn 
rewards not based merit, and should led feel that 
defeat resulting from honest trial strength 
honorable defeat. defeated player should also led 
recognize and honor the prowess her adversary, 
and congratulate her honestly. 

How many times life have admit another’s 
superior ability! And athletic contests afford ample oppor- 
tunity bring home this duty the adolescent mind. 
But this end attained, must not allow the 
team look for alibis but have them cheerfully and 
gracefully acknowledge that another possesses greater 
ability than themselves. sense superior power should 
never degenerate into gloating over defeated adversary, 
into contempt for her weaker ability. Many thrilling 
examples honest mutual admiration between victor and 
vanquished may gleaned from history, when Grant 
handed back the sword surrender Lee. 

Joy and modesty should come with victory, and gen- 
erosity with defeat. true test comes when the player has 
courage play her best the face defeat. always 
honor play, whatever the result the game may be. 
After all, joy comes the playing, which should itself 
ultimate and sufficient reward. 

How satisfying after game, whether won lost, 
know one has maintained high standard excellence 
conduct. time, brilliant plays are forgotten the 
player well the spectator; but the character traits 
that are formed through the wholehearted and genuine re- 
actions the play situations become integral part the 
athlete’s personality and important factor shaping 
her life. 

quite conscious the fact that this sounds more 
than and you were not good sports your- 
selves, you might with good reason “booing” right 
now and saying “Physician, cure thyself.” preparing 
this paper have realized more and more how far below 
the ideal athletic directress fall. But have “hitched 
pencil,” not wagon, “to star” and outlined for all 
myself head the list the things might improve 
our athletics are derive their full benefit for our 
students.

The first and outstanding symptom mental trouble 
unhappiness, discontent, failure get along with 
others. Such unhappiness manifests itself daydream- 
ing, quarreling, grumbling, grouching, jealousies, spites, 
fears all kinds, lying, stealing, lack self-control, 
and all attitudes which have with failure. can 
almost safely stated that the most dreaded and harm- 
ful procedures school are the periodic examinations. 
What the effect these examinations upon the mind 
the child? 

Under the direction the writer, Miss Margaret 
Neis, 1931, made study this problem the junior 
high school, the senior high school, and the college. She 
tabulated 1,953 questionnaires from schools located 
the East, South, West, and Middle West. 

The students were divided follows: eighth grade, 
ninth grade, tenth grade, 301 eleventh grade, 
272; twelfth grade, 641; college freshmen, 112; college 
sophomores, 23; college juniors, 74; college seniors, 
graduate students, 15.

Among the reasons given those who favored writ- 
ten examinations, per cent them said that they 
wanted know how much they had progressed 
subject indicated their final mark how they stood 
their comprehension it; show their teachers 
what they have taught them; raise their standings 
and enable them pass make credits. The credit 
systems certainly have left their imprint upon the stu- 
dents. 

Those students who answered “No” seem give rea- 
sons which definitely indicate some mental unhappiness. 
Among reasons given per cent those who 
answered “No” were: 

“They make think critical moment. get 
shaky, nervous, start perspire like everything. 
Therefore say ‘No’ exams.” 

“After receive the questions mind usually goes 
blank and forget the things that have spent hours 
trying

get nervous and shaky. don’t like exams they 
are something which can’t get used taking.” 

For those concerned with the health the mind, such 
reactions are significant. Granted that many these 
answers were given abnormally nervous children, 
must conceded that these critical periods not 
ameliorate the condition the students.

Among the reasons given for nervousness find fear 
failure, fear that questions might hard, fear that 
they might forget, offered per cent the students. 

Specific statements regarding reasons for nervousness 
were: 

“The teachers emphasized much, and talk 
about much.” 

“Tt sort nerve wracking cover all the matter 
have had during the year, not knowing just what 
will given.” 

because you try hard keep all your 
knowledge close hand.” 

For per cent the students who answered this 
question, nervousness problem. Some said they 
learn things they come. Others felt reason for 
worrying. One said, drink black coffee steady 
nerves.” 

These data gathered Miss Neis show that large 
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number students the United States are giving ex- 
aminations the cause for much mental anguish. 
doubt, many cases such individuals have many other 
factors causing mental unhappiness, but, the examina- 
tion periods conducted 1931, and still present, 
are times mental upsets for these pupils. 

intellectual, aesthetic, moral, and religious nature the 
individual, that may attain the ultimate end for 
which was destined his Creator, and if, through 
faulty training and harmful experiences childlife and 
youth the aim education frustrated that mental 
and physical abnormalities result, there need re- 
organizing certain features the education process. 

Miss Neis suggests that teachers use more skill and 
care administering examinations. Some types ex- 
aminations should eliminated. 

The writer feels that much the detrimental effect 
examinations could avoided teachers remem- 
bered the purpose tests. all have studied this 
problem and know the theory tests measuring de- 
vices. The examination should valid and reliable 
valid the content the test and reliable 
accuracy measurement. Yet why violate these 
canons when the classroom? course, there are 
many reasons. There are many things done. 
And the workbooks offer many fine ready-made ex- 
aminations. Naturally take the easy way out and 
give test not suited for our purpose. test made 
someone New York, who has never seen 
youngsters, did not hear the class lectures and recita- 
tions, does not know what points emphasized 
classes, with the result that this measuring device not 
valid for class, does not measure what have taught, 
does not measure what the pupils know result 
teaching, with the concomitant factors causing men- 
tal anguish and unhappiness for all. far contrib- 
uting the learning process the effect such exam- 
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ination nil. far contributing the integration 
the individual and the attainment the efficient 
personality the effect might crushing. 

Now, look upon examinations part the 
teaching process; namely, device for measuring the 
progress the teacher with her class and the basis for 
needed remedial work, will eliminate much the 
worry and unhappiness the pupils. shall avoid 
the building the notion the minds the stu- 
dents that examinations are the “all” criteria 
for school success. all admit that the greatest things 
are striving for schools cannot measured until 
the pupil has left school and becomes fully participat- 
ing member society. 

The remedy then lies applying what have 
learned during our normal-school, college and univer- 
sity years the educational psychology, philosophy 
education, and other kindred courses. you feel you 
not have the time prepare the proper tests, will 
better for the mental health many your pupils 
dispense with examinations. Better test than 
test that will affect the mind one fourth your 
class cause obstacle the proper development 
integrated personality. You will better teaching 
job not giving such test. 

test used part your teaching means that you 
will use measuring device suited your problem, your 
pupils, and your teaching. Such test may oral 
written. may involve the doing something the 
pupil, class out class, connection with some 
definite problem. Such test will show you the degree 
mastery attained the class this particular seg- 
ment your subject matter. additional instruction 
needed you will supply it. You will then bring along 
each individual the point set out for him the 
talents God gave him and the educational facilities 
your school plant and community. You will then really 
become molder lives and servant God.

ITH much hesitation and little uncertainty

olic school. The field extensive, its investigation 
has been meager, while the same time the possible 
remedies that have been advanced are numerous, and 
the limitations the Catholic school much and 
often lamented, that may tempted times 
imagine that the path Catholic education strewn 
with insurmountable barriers. Faith, however, dispels 
our misgivings; for who said: them ob- 
serve all things whatsoever have commanded you,” 
surely never intended to.impose precept which would 
impossible fulfillment. must teach, then

can teach, and are burdened with responsibility 
make the possibility reality. 

program through which the Catholic school would 
meet the needs the exceptional child must built 
upon the principles Catholic educational philosophy. 
must, likewise, give recognition the various types 
behavior problems which the child brings the 
school, and the specific methods treatment best suited 
the needs these problems. must, finally, con- 
structed around the resources which the school can mar- 
‘shal the cause, whether these her own, her 
allies’, mercenaried reinforcements. the develop- 
ment program, consequently, will guided 
the principles and facts bearing upon our subject, both 
they have been set forth the earlier chapters, and 
they have been drawn from the extensive literature 
the problem child. 
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Certain Catholic Principles General 

The principles upon which the Catholic school has 
been established have been rather extensively traced 
the last chapter. Briefly, interpret them mean that 
the Catholic Church the supernatural order has pre- 
eminently the right and duty educate man for full 
participation life here and hereafter, and order 
carry out her mission has established, her chief auxil- 
iary, the Catholic school. Since, moreover, the Church’s 
teaching mission universal, her education must reach 
out all her children, both normal and exceptional. 
The Catholic school, consequently, the educational 
agent the Church —after the family has exhausted 
its resources must make provision for her exceptional 
children, and doing relies upon the Christian fam- 
ily and upon the assistance other Catholic institutions 
and organizations. The responsibility, however, vested 


‘directly the school through which the Church prin- 


cipally exercises her educational office behalf the 
child. 


Special Education the Public Schools 
Under the head Catholic principles education 


logically belongs the discussion regarding Catholic use 


the special public-school provisions for exceptional 
children. Many the public-school systems our 
country conduct special schools special classes for 
the blind, the child with visual speech auditory 
defects, the tubercular, the undernourished, the crip- 
pled, the mentally slow, and the more serious behavior- 
problem children. The special facilities 
training offered these classes are proving very helpful 
enlarging the educational opportunities the handi- 
capped child. these classes the handicaps the chil- 
dren are compensated for, far possible, special 
types training; the sickly follow strict health pro- 
gram, the mentally retarded are encouraged edu- 
cational policy that recognizes their mental limitations 
and the same time their capabilities benefiting 
from manual motor training, and finally, the behavior 
cases are taken hand teachers trained under- 
standing and sympathetic attitude toward the diffi- 
culties and conflicts this type child. 


Catholic Use the Public-School Facilities 

The recognition the good that this special educa- 
tion achieving some phases the exceptional 
child’s life, and the further consciousness the present 
limitations our own schools, prompts the question 
not infrequently asked: “Are the Catholic schools mak- 
ing much use they ought these facilities pro- 
vided from the public funds the community?” The 
answer must full accord with the Catholic princi- 
ple that “the so-called ‘neutral’ ‘lay’ school, from 
which religion excluded, contrary the funda- 
mental principles education. Such school, more- 
over, cannot exist practice; bound become 
irreligious. There need repeat what our pred- 
ecessors have declared this point, especially Pius 
and Leo XIII, times when laicism was beginning 
special manner infest the public schools. renew 
and confirm their declarations, well the Sacred 
Canons which the frequenting non-Catholic 
schools, whether neutral mixed, those, namely, which 
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are open Catholics and non-Catholics alike, for- 
bidden for Catholic children and can most toler- 
ated, the approval the Ordinary alone, under de- 
termined circumstances place and time, and with 
special precautions” (66:30). The principle stands un- 
questioned, and remains the Ordinary the diocese 
alone, decide whether the possible harm the emo- 
tional, intellectual, and religious attitudes the unusual 
child resulting from educational routine which 
not fitted might sufficient cause for allowing 
transfer the public schools, the necessary precau- 
tions for protecting the faith are secured. Such con- 
cession granted, would frank admission our 
present limitations; but whether not the concession 
made, the very intrusion the question must 
challenge the Catholic schools meet the issue 
their own ground. 


Rationalizing Our Own Inefficiencies 

this connection also, let not seek justify our 
meager facilities the argument that extension 
Catholic facilities unnecessary. This universal human 
tendency find reasons for excusing our shortcomings, 
Dr. Johnson very aptly describes “rationalizing our 
own inefficiencies.” The observations Dr. Kirby 
(43:175) this point, when writing about Catholic 
charities, are pertinent our own case that take 
the privilege quote him some length. “We are dis- 
posed are all human beings make principles out 
our temperament, limitations, and circumstances. 
This danger always present. lack the means 
something there danger that shall assert 
principle that the thing should not done. lack 
experts social service may maintain that experts 
are not needed. lack means pay office force 
may argue that records are not necessary. lack 
means, personnel, and homes needed provide home 
for every normal child, and adopt the institution 
compromise method within our means, there not some 
danger that shall favor the institution principle 
instead accepting account our limitations? 
not speak readily public and are self-con- 
scious and shy there not danger our maintaining 
that discussions are useless 

limited means and limited personnel have 
exerted influence the development our charities 
greater than anyone has suspected. significant that 
the advocacy distinctive modern things, such sys- 
tem, research, elaborate records, national and even in- 
ternational conferences, careful training, extensive 
literature, highly expert leaders and organizers are asso- 
ciated with abundant means. The practical, not doc- 
trinal points which our charities differ most from 
these, are points where our resources are most limited. 
could today finance adequately the suppressed 
aspirations that underlie the consecrated lives our 
workers and furnish all the means required, would 
find our charities developing quickly along the practical 
lines that modern philanthropy has followed. 

“Charity and humility hand hand the Chris- 
tian life. They shut our eyes our virtues and open 
them our faults while closing our eyes the faults 
our neighbors and opening them their virtues. 
hold critic adversary contempt step toward 
defeat. false sense security and superiority the 
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promise failure. are have any myths the 
world charity, they should least benevolent.” 


Types Exceptional Children 

Very early our study (CC. and II) described 
the more commonly recognized bases behavior prob- 
lems the school child. them briefly now. 
The physical factors the base behavior problems 
include sensory disabilities, physical deformities, poor 
health, whether they congenital acquired, curable 
incurable. The psychological bases behavior were 
referred intellectual, emotional, and volitional 
according the acts habits misconduct are prin- 
cipally attributable the abnormal functioning one 
other these human abilities. Social foundations 
behavior would found the misconduct that arises 
from the environment home and the community, and 
that directly disturbs the harmony these social 
groups. The investigations that were reported CC. 
III-V have substantiated the belief the presence 
all these kinds behavior problems within our schools. 
remains determine how the Catholic school can 
meet these problems, and train her problem children in- 
better habits and attitudes conduct. 


How Behavior Problems Must Met 


The fundamental principle that must laid down 
any intelligent plan for the care the behavior-prob- 
lem child that the child must thoroughly under- 
stood. problem child afflicted with physical de- 
fects poor health can hope for little improvement 
until discover their presence and adopt remedial 
methods accordance with this knowledge. Mis- 
behavior resulting from abnormality intellectual 
ability, defective emotional control, poor training will, 
unsatisfactory environment, will all likelihood con- 
tinue unchecked until the power that these factors exert 
upon the child’s conduct recognized. Supposing, even, 
that the problem behavior originates the attitude 
the teacher, that fact, remains unrecognized, 
must inevitably block every effort correct the situa- 
tion. Rational treatment any misconduct problems 
demands that their causes understood. 

Knowledge the facts individual case consti- 
tutes the analysis the problem. This analysis should 
make it, for may well that the permanent reform

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ruin individual life depends upon the methods 
which treat the behavior problem the child 
school. For the success, therefore, our analysis there 
should careful investigation the factors which 
may functioning the case, with particular atten- 
tion home and out-of-school environment. The intelli- 
gence rating the child should one the first fac- 
tors ascertained. some cases special physical 
and psychiatric examinations may necessary bring 
light the fundamental causes operative certain 
types misbehavior. 

Sane treatment the problems behavior can pre- 
scribed only upon the findings which careful analysis 
has revealed. The remedies applied will, course, 
vary with the kinds problems met and with the diag- 
nosis each individual case studied. One child may 
need special type education due physical 
mental handicaps; another may require modification 
curricula order restore confidence his ability 
learn, order remove habit indolence de- 
veloped routine that offered challenge his 
effort and initiative; another may benefited the 
confidence and kindly correction that can secured 
only through individual guidance; and still another can 
helped better habits and attitudes only through 
the patient administration understanding and sym- 
pathetic regime disciplinary training. Occasionally, 
perhaps only rarely, will encounter problems 
which will best respond remedial treatment under the 
controlled environment correctional institution. 

This outline the remedial measures that the ex- 
perience the modern school has found beneficial 
the treatment the problem child all that can 
offered the reader within the scope this study. 
The techniques for investigating the individual prob- 
lems, and the specific methods dealing with them 
must sought the more comprehensive works that 
treat these phases child study. Our purpose from the 
outset has been focus attention upon the presence 
behavior problems the Catholic school, and sug- 
gest administrative plan for diocesan program 
behalf the exceptional child. Confining ourselves, 
then, this designated task, shall endeavor sug- 
gest what the Catholic diocesan schools can and should 
provide for the effective treatment the behavior-prob- 
lem child.

HERE are more than 800,000 children the United 

States that are attempting meet the educational 

requirements for remunerative positions 
motologists, bankers, homemakers, one the many 
related occupations the industrial world, but whose 
abilities and services humanity will lost, perhaps 
permanently, because their nervous systems will not per- 
form effectively. The greatest scourge which threaten- 
ing the American people not heart disease, pneumonia, 
tuberculosis, but mental disease and the inability 
individuals adjust themselves adequately 
moniously organized society. More than 425,000 
these children will then found mental institutions, 
present ratios hold, and 375,000 will committed 
yearly one the 2,341 penal institutions the 
United States for lawbreaking. 

not imperative that society take definite steps 
avoid the wastage such army human re- 
sources and reclaim those that can? democracy 
dependent upon “conjoint communicated leadership” 
which humanitarian philosophy uppermost. Our 
public schools and our citizenry imbued with social 
and moral intelligence can lead this work placing 
the emphasis upon human values and human relation- 
ships. have stressed the economic value educa- 
tion and the self-realization the potentialities stu- 
dents participate highly competitive industrial 
world but have. failed realize that moral education 
and mental health are more vital organized society 
than intellectual attainment. That human potentialities 
given fair chance basic principle democ- 
racy. there anything hazardous about such view? 
there is, then the very foundation our democracy 
built shifting sands and its glow fickle flicker 
for “conjoint communicated leadership” requires moral 
direction and dynamic power everywhere. 

The finest sentence the whole document the 
Ordinance 1787 is, “Religion, morality, and knowl- 
edge being necessary good government and the hap- 
piness mankind, schools and the means education 
shall forever encouraged.” Those early statesmen 
saw the need clearly for religion and morality and placed 
them first and knowledge last. The courageous citizen 
and educator whose patriotism reality rather than 
symbol blind and stereotyped conformity sees the 
need stress them first. emphasizes the “need 
living good life” first and then the acquisition skills,

powers and knowledge necessary for successful produc- 
tive living. 

few years ago careful study was made the 
reasons for discharge 4,375 employees from industrial 
establishments John Brewer. was found that 
1,496 were dismissed for lack skill and technical 
knowledge, while 2,730 were dismissed for social and 
moral shortcomings. Some the specific reasons given 
according their frequency were: insubordination, un- 
reliability, absenteeism, laziness, troublemaking, drink- 
ing, carelessness, fighting, dishonesty, loafing, sleeping, 
and habitual lateness. The results revealed that almost 
twice many employees were discharged for lack 
social and moral adjustment than for inability per- 
form the task hand because lack skill 
edge. 

Recently form entitled, Student’s Own Failure 
Diagnosis, was given 458 children two junior high 
schools, that students could identify and analyze 
their difficulties and that teachers would have in- 
dices the various contributing causes for failure 
order understand the child and his needs more 
fully. all, there were 4,555 student reactions 
average number per student. surprising fact 
was that the students identified emotional difficulties 
such as, unstable, lazy, unreliable, timid, stubborn, 
oversensitive, and conceited their greatest handicap 
success. The item, “Become nervous when called up- 
recite,” ranked second. The emotional disturbance 
may have been due oversensitivity due too rapid 
physical development the adolescent, criticism 
fellow students and teacher, inadequate preparation, 
inability. “Learn very slowly,” index pure in- 
ability, ranked fifth according the frequencies among 
the causes. 

The low-grade feeble-minded (idiot and imbecile) 
who lack adaptive ability their environment are 
usually recognized and cared for institutions. About 
per cent, more than five millions, the total popu- 
lation are mentally handicapped varied degrees. Those 
this group generally make fairly satisfactory ad- 
justment routine life unless, they become prey un- 
scrupulous and immoral persons higher intelligence, 
and perform duties that not require nervous mecha- 
nisms that are highly sensitive. the child normal 
intelligence and the border-line defective whose emo- 
tional lives are being neglected. They take the tragic 
role living two worlds one time. 

There are single causes but many interrelated and 
cumulative factors that are responsible for behavior 
that leads crime. The principle known “multi- 
ple causation.” The situation similar the contribut- 
ing factors cited causes for failure. Some the well- 
known causes affecting criminal conduct are: age, sex, 
children the foreign-born, lower mentality, 
and mental disturbance hereditary physiological

nature, inadequate education, lack occupational direc- 
tion, unhappy experiences family relationships, 
poverty, demoralizing effect neighborhood lower 
social strata and mobility. Through subconscious social 
imitation the complicated and unfavorable environ- 
ment, children take the colorings their surround- 
ings easily and unknowingly chameleon his 
purple greenish hues. 

research study made Harvard University reveals 
retracing the 500 adult male and 500 
adult female offenders, “two thirds four fifths 
them manifested delinquent behavior childhood,” 
and intensive study 1,000 juvenile offenders, 
records show that “the average onset delinquent. 
behavior years months. the group, per cent 
were either school truants gave evidence antisocial 
behavior the classroom.” 

America’s future criminals and mental invalids (our 
children), are now forming behavior patterns their 
homes, neighborhood, and schools, that will, unless ad- 
justed, make them unhappy lot, unproductive, 
hideous menace and tremendous expense society. 
While about 375,000 persons are committed annually 
prisons and reformatories about per cent 
the population, authorities estimate that 1,000,000 
are convicted some offense yearly. Most these pay 
fines, are freed new trials, placed probation, 
escape, die. Some criminals, course, are never de- 
tected or, caught, unpunished taking advantage 
legal technicalities. This serious condemnation 
our cumbersome legal processes well the still 
regrettable attitude the public toward political graft 
upon the machinery justice. With opportunity 
commit crime and lack law enforcement and restraint, 
crime virtually encouraged congested urban dis- 
tricts. Our greatest hope now lies the activities the 
federal department justice whose jurisdiction, how- 
ever, limited states-rights statutes. The public 
must make choices involving its own safety. They, like 
Peer Gynt, say: “Ay, think wish done will 
boot But No, that’s past under- 

conservative estimate one billion dollars spent 
yearly for court actions and processes, police protection, 
incarceration prisons, and combating crime generally. 
This figure does not include losses due swindles, 
bankruptcies, embezzlements, forged checks, political 
graft and looting public domain, destruction 
property, private protection individuals, theft 
insurances all kinds. the aggregate the public 
suffers total loss ten billion dollars along with loss 
confidence humanity, the lowering credit, and 
other economic waste. 

Since per cent the criminals never beyond 
the elementary grades and the junior high school, the 
preventive work must centered there. Society spends 
$316 average yearly for the incarceration 
prisoner for that length time and less than $96 an- 
nually for the education each elementary-school child. 
The $96 largely spent for instructional and main- 
tenance purposes and very little for actual study and 
remedial work for the social and morally maladjusted. 

While teachers try “to make instruction all sub- 
jects moral arousing pure desire for the truth, 


spirit intellectual honesty, will work and over- 
come difficulties, and long line modest virtues,” the 
stress placed the establishment the stimulus- 
response bonds the teaching related and unrelated 
facts. The pupil-teacher load has been too great, even 
the teacher were thoroughly prepared deal intelli- 
gently with the maladjusted. The results are that 
character education neither effectively “taught nor 
caught” the five-hour school day controlled en- 
vironment and that the nineteen hours neighborhood 
and unfortunate family influences offset the incidental 
work the schools. 

Governmental vision and planning backed cou- 
rageous citizenry imbued with social and moral intelli- 
gence can assist eliminating the socio-economic causes 
for maladjustment home and neighborhood. The con- 
siderations here deal largely with some the basic 
psychological factors involved human behavior and 
preventive mental-hygiene program the schools. 


Basic Wishes Normal Children 

Some believe that the psychic life has dual purpose 
and that the economy nature, the quintessence 
life experiences which have been synthesized and inte- 
grated from the meeting inner conflicts and struggle 
against the ravages the outer world, preparatory 
for some future situation. 

Observations and scientific data human behavior 
indicate that normal psychic trends (wishes, urges) 
move toward unified goal adaptation and response 
the environment takes place. 
term this struggle for unification self toward ever- 
present objective dominant life purpose. inte- 
grated personality finds that every attitude, habit, and 
ideal germane and controlled it. 
psychic struggle deals with the crystallization his 
experiences and his dominant life purpose. Thus 
acquires sense security continued existence. 
Thoughts and emotions seem deeply rooted and 
related the evolution the psychic life. 

Certain urges that spring from the psychic self need 
find expression the mental and emotional life 
human beings. The fulfillment these basic urges 
means personal happiness and success. Incidentally, 
these basic wishes make for self-preservation and race 
perpetuation and allow for psychic spiritual growth. 
Every human being behaves such way that his own 
individuality identified and enhanced. These wishes 
are the realm his consciousness. Education the 
process rediscovering these wishes and through inner 
changes directing them social medium. The four 
urges closely identified with the ego are: 

The desire for security from physical want, enemies, 
physical and emotional pain, and desire for sympa- 
thetic understanding. 

The desire for response love (gregarious in- 
stinct) from parents, companions, social approval from 
classmates, and later, love from the opposite sex. 

The desire for adventure new experience which 
will give him feeling growth, change, excitement. 

The desire for mastery superiority something. 
Success needed give him feeling self-sufficiency 
and usefulness. 

The child whose behavior traits are objective and 
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direct optimistic, confident, frank, responsible, indus- 
trious, and above all happy. His world world 
reality. The child whose wishes are hopelessly thwarted 
pessimistic, lacks assurance, deviates from the truth 
means excuses and evasions and lives the world 
make-believe. His behavior introspective, indirect, 
psychopathic, and perverse. His physical self 
world reality but his mental and emotional self ever 
trying make adjustments through escape mechanisms 
which, not corrected, detach him from his dominant 
purpose and the stream life which really wants 
participate effectively. 

Many stories could told the cause malbe- 
havior unfortunate youngsters. Let suffice im- 
agine the feeling insecurity child must acquire from 
any the following: divorce parents, unemployment 
spasmodic employment, disease, poverty, and tenancy 
with permanent neighborhood and companions. The 
feeling insecurity school may created giving 
him tasks perform incommensurate with his native 
ability previous preparation. the schools took 
seriously the noteworthy maxim Dr. Charles Eliot 
Harvard, “Never give child tasks can’t perform,” 
some the emotional disturbances would never in- 
itiated and the thrill and habit success would sub- 
stituted for the orgy and devastating effect personal 
failure and inferiority. 

Social approval from companions and love from par- 
ents are indispensable the emotional growth chil- 
dren. child may hunger for the personal interest 
him someone whom can confide and talk over 
his inner conflicts and little victories. 

Restlessness the psychic self normally expresses 
itself some form routine creative work. 
these drives that create our pyramids steel and 
masonry against the leaden skies our industrial cen- 
ters, dig tunnels through mountains and build ribbons 
steel across vast continents. Through creative work 
the desire for new experience and growth satisfied. 
This spirit for adventure perhaps the work the 
powerful hormones the endocrine glands that cause 
mental stimulation and organic activity. 

normal child wants things within his capacity 
and his own naive juvenile scale. desire for 
firsthand experience and the anticipation discovering 
the world his account. Our urban communities give 
little opportunity for such experiences. The streets are 
dangerous playgrounds, the alleys doubly so, the houses 
huddled together and taboos every turn. Toys are 
usually readymade. Theaters not provide for self- 
expression. They merely give vicarious experience which 
stimulates the imaginations children sometimes for 
good and sometimes for evil. The traditional school adds 
more injury the injured its rigid classroom atmos- 
phere. 

Give the child simple chores, let him play games with 
wholesome companions build miniature airplanes 
let him help Dad build fishpond the back yard and 
the basic virtues honesty, truthfulness, and industry 
will form with little coercion. Children weave and re- 
weave these few threads small joys and sorrows into 
seemingly endless patterns their psychic selves de- 
velop. 
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The urge for mastery closely related that 
security. little use use instills the feel- 
ing failure and inferiority. The desire dominate 
superior something gives the child sense self- 
importance worth-whileness. Dr. Adler calls it, “the 
coefficient safety” the “plus factor.” The urge may 
overdeveloped well underdeveloped. Since the 
normal child will always participate group life, 
nicely balanced feeling sufficiency needed, one that 
will not intrude the rights others disrespect 
their inner truths. 


Preventive Mental-Hygiene Program 

preventive mental-hygiene program would include 
compulsory course normal and abnormal behavior 
children, other than courses educational psychol- 
ogy, for all teachers and executives the elementary 
and junior high school. The object would create 
attitude toward the development the child 
whole and the use knowledge means that end. 
Sheer intellectual attainments would secondary 
value human values. The teacher would redefine the 
classroom situation liberating the potentialities 
the child intellectually, physically, socially, and mor- 
ally. This psychology does not evade responsibilities 
taking over the balanced development the child 
sometimes believed but multiplies the responsibil- 
ities and the demands the teacher’s professional re- 
sources and native equipment. higher caliber, better 
trained, and more professionally minded personalities 
are needed for this humanistic work. 

Teachers could taught identify both normal and 
abnormal behavior readily and discriminate carefully 
between the observable symptoms and underlying causes 
undesirable behavior. Every child potentially 
problem child when the environment not controlled. 
The symptoms will not disappear permanently, though 
repressed, unless the causes are removed alleviated. 
Studies show that teachers rule recognize the symp- 
toms but not probe into the psychological reasons 
for wrong actions which are basic and require pains- 
taking interpretations assure early adjustment. 

change warped personality requires intelligent 
understanding the basic human that need 
find expression for self-preservation, race perpetuation, 
and spiritual growth; understanding the effect 
the child his actual and vicarious experiences the in- 
fluences unfavorable neighborhood and home environ- 
ments and the organic and physiological conditioning 
upon his nervous system due malnutrition, physical 
deformities, and ill health. The symptoms are often- 
times the annoying manifestations the restless dis- 
sociation inner life. 

The school should assume the same attitude toward 
behavior-problem children physicians have toward 
their patients. can apply simple but effective therapy 
with confidence the less aggravated cases and refer 
the complicated behavior cases mental hygienist 
psychiatrist. After all, what profits civilization 
have its children well instructed they turn out 
thieves and crooks and undermine the very institutions 
that have tried befriend them. 

Another indictment the schools that the class 
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procedures are still traditional and antiquated. Each 
child should given opportunity acquire 
abundance organized factual, knowledge according 
his ability social medium that social intelligence 
can transmuted into moral principles (ideals value 
complexes) that dominate actions. Socialized procedures 
give children chance, “to affirm their own inner truths 
and respect the fact that every other integrated person- 
ality has its truth.” Personality developed, through 
multiplicity human relationships and contacts, not 
behind closed doors and vacuum. Society does not 
want dull mediocrities and creatures habit that 
blindly follow cramping social code, but personalities 
that are developed atmosphere “controlled free- 
dom” that vibrate with initiative and are anxious 
assume moral and social well economic respon- 
sibilities. 

The school curriculum could profitably revised 
make the social-science studies core around 
which other courses are related. Thousands high- 
school graduates our nation have not had courses 
government, economics, sociology. wonder 
that organized government means little them. 
They think only terms privileges, rights, and law 
evasions instead intelligent self-interest, participa- 
tion, and duties. Social-science classes that are idea 
laboratories emphasize the understanding the press- 
ing needs for social security and social change along 
with the functions and organization government. 
the social sciences want claim the title social 
sciences, they must project individually fusion 
form organized and classified principles and laws 
conduct concerning the relationship man his en- 
vironment and man man. Students enrolled modern 
social-science classes are virtually serving civic appren- 
ticeship they share responsibilities, initiate and exe- 
cute plans. Group work requires continual adaptation 
and adjustment. When youth trained intellectual 
honesty and civic apprenticeship, democracy safe. 

Teachers rule are poor salesmen. They have not 
acquired the technique marketing their wares (acqui- 
sition right attitudes, skills, powers, and knowledge) 
and would starve death competitive basis. Not 
enough time spent creating appetite for the thing 
learned. That why many children say, 
not interested the subject” and fail for lack stimu- 
lation. Yet must not too severe our criticism, 
for limited school budget has given the teacher 
overload personalities guide and direct (sometimes 
single classroom), crowded curriculum, and 
multiplicity routine duties and tasks within the 
sphere school organization. 

Psychiatric service indispensable every school 
today the school nurse, school doctor, and welfare 
officer. mental hygienist could kept more than busy 
conferring with children, parents, and teachers for every 
school within enrollment 1,200. least, per 
cent the students enrolled would benefit greatly from 
the follow-up work competent psychiatrist. and 
the teachers could catch the antisocial behavior and 
attitudes their incipient stages through observation 
and mental catharsis and redirect them into socially ap- 
proved responses. Many the undesirable behavior pat- 


terns the subconscious would never exist the child 
would taught objectify his behavior frankly 
recognizing the motives. would learn consciously 
build new attitudes and habits replace the undesir- 
able ones with understanding his own peculiar 
social and economic background. billion dollars 
year spent for such preventive mental-hygiene pro- 
gram would ultimately save society four five billion 
dollars year trying rehabilitate incarcerate 
warped and immoral personalities. 

Approximately one half our children the public 
schools fail some grade before they complete the work 
the eighth grade and they through life with the 
fear the back their heads that they cannot make 
good. the 1,000 juvenile offenders referred pre- 
viously, “only fifth the boys were the normal 
grade for their age. One fourth were retarded one year, 
per cent two more years.” The intelligence quotient 
the unfortunates prison who are “on the inside 
looking out” have practically the same intelligence 
the rank and file citizens the 

There something wrong with the mass education 
now conducted. Our public schools deserve loyalty 
and co-operation from their constituents but the lay 
public well administrative bodies have been lulled 
sleep the speeches the valedictorian, saluta- 
torian, and handful honor students. They need 
adapt the school curriculum personality capacities 
not accentuate mental conflict for mastery 
further scholastic inadequacies. 

Through differentiated tasks, compensatory oppor- 
tunities could provided. Most non-promotions should 
looked skeptically. While the student may acquire 
certain fundamental skills and power, repeating the 
grade may also acquire certain emotional 
ments due the inability make friends his own 
age and find suitable interests peculiar his chronolog- 
ical age and physical maturation. Continual failure 
makes all life seem dull and useless. creates anti- 
social feelings children toward existing institutions 
instead creating feelings co-operation and loyalty. 


RESULTS HEALTH PROGRAM 


report the health work the schools London, Eng- 
land, Dr. Menzie says that 1900 the London school board 
was gravely concerned that per cent scholarship children 
were found with advanced dental decay. 1912, was found 
that 12.8 per cent the children were undernourished. Early 
reports also showed many other bad conditions, such defec- 
tive vision, ringworm the scalp, pediculosis, etc. 

result health activities during the past years, the 
situation has been entirely changed. Only per cent the 
scholarship candidates have advanced dental decay. 1911, 
there were 6,214 new cases ringworm; 1934, only 265. 
1934, only 4.6 per cent the children were found 
undernourished. Improved school hygiene has greatly improved 
the vision the children.

everyone concedes that nothing which will improve 

poor physical health should disregarded. Good 
mental health great, not greater importance 
than good physical health, yet how frequently are the fac- 
tors which make for good mental health ignored. prac- 
tically all our school systems some provision made 
insure the physical well-being the school the latest 
scientific discoveries the prevention and alleviation 
disease are employed, yet the majority these same 
school systems scant attention given the child who 
presents symptoms mental maladjustment child 
who presents behavior problem. 

Misbehavior not inherited; only structural character- 
istics are inherited. The child learns incorrect behavior 
much the same manner may learn incorrect meth- 
solving arithmetic problem faulty teaching. 
Unwise handling troublesome situations, unwholesome 
attitudes bad example, most instances provided 
the child’s elders, yield abundance problem behavior. 
Adults concerned with the child’s training are often un- 
wittingly the cause the child’s unsatisfactory behavior. 
Continued socially unacceptable behavior leads inevitably 
delinquency. 

Intellectual, emotional, volitional differences and in- 
compatibilities any combination these three func- 
tions mind may the root behavior problem. 
Our school systems are planned for those who are capable 
conforming the accepted average intellectual, emo- 
tional, and volitional development. have very in- 
adequate technique for handling the child who presents 
any deviation from standard performance. Our formulas 
are satisfactory for success but almost useless failure. 

Perhaps the most prolific source misbehavior 
school unsatisfactory academic achievement. The child 
who doing average better than average schoolwork 
seldom behavior problem school. His innate desire 
for recognition and approval satisfied, gains con- 
fidence his successes, his inferiority feelings are dis- 
sipated the feeling security engendered the ap- 
probation his elders. Among the most frequent causes 
poor achievement deficient intellectual ability which 
dependent upon the mental development the child. 
Since mental development can measured only indirectly, 
often not given proper consideration determining 
the grade which the child may expected satis- 
factory work. Children may vary much mental de- 
velopment physical development given age. 
would not expect average child five years run 
hundred yards ten seconds, yet frequently see chil- 
dren, relatively undeveloped mentally, hopelessly strug- 
gling with first-grade schoolwork. The first requirement for 
achievement the capacity for that achievement. great 
many behavior problems can eliminated determining 
the intellectual capacity each child and then placing 
him grade which the work not beyond that 
capacity.

The Reading Handicap 


Roughly per cent the children referred for exam- 
ination because behavior problems have difficulty 
reading. This often due lack sufficient mental 
ability cope with the work while these children are 
the primary grades. Sometimes the child has difficulty 
adjusting himself the school situation the early part 
his school life and handicapped poor start with 
the consequent lack success and loss interest. 
some children poor vision poor eye-muscle balance 
makes rapid and orderly movement the eyes follow- 
ing the printed line difficult. child has not learned 
read easily and quickly the primary grades hanc- 
icapped doing the work the higher grades, since much 
the information must acquired reading. The child 
who reads with difficulty develops dislike for reading 
and does little reading not demanded him. 
New York City librarian, statistical study, found 
that eighty-five per cent the children who appeared 
the juvenile court had developed interest reading. 
The child who cannot enjoy reading seeks other diversions, 
and activities substituted for reading frequently lead 
unsocial behavior. The child who cannot read well de- 
prived large share the satisfactions other children 
enjoy. 


Developing Attitudes 

Unwise use punishment brings about attitudes re- 
which result unsatisfactory emotional reac- 
tions. Encouragement and little merited praise, from 
time time, make for more wholesome emotional reac- 
tions than punishments which the child feels are unfair. 
The exuberant, talkative child often severe trial 
his the sullen, antagonistic child may not par- 
ticularly troublesome left undisturbed but left him- 
self will profit but little the time spent school. 
The timid, fearful child practically never burden 
his teacher, but his shyness not overcome early his 
school life every recitation other solo activity becomes 
ordeal for him. Emotional attitudes are developed 
the result the experiences the child. his 
attitudes are the reflection the attitudes his parents, 
others are the result the way has been treated 
those with whom has come contact. 

From time time see child who gives evidence 
good mental capacity measured intelligence test 


but does not make commensurate school progress. The 


teacher says the child lazy and inattentive. Sometimes 
brother sister seems similarly afflicted; perhaps the 
family has reputation for shiftlessness. The child has 
learned choose the way least resistance. Problems 
such this often tax the ingenuity the teacher find 
satisfactory means arousing the child’s interest. This 
usually best accomplished manifestation interest 
the child and his interests the part the teacher to- 
gether with the judicious use reward for achievement. 
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difficult for child remain uninterested pleasing 
anyone who shows interest him. Many person owes 
his success teacher’s encouragement. 


Seek Cause Misbehavior 


Assimilation certain amount information not 
the sum total education. The truly educated person 
master his emotions and volitional impulses well 
his intellectual processes. Behavior has been defined 
the expression the mind action. the study 
behavior are able interpret the thinking, feel- 
ings, and strivings individual. order correct 
behavior difficulty necessary understand the 
cause that difficulty, for back every behavior prob- 
lem there set circumstances which constitute causal 
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factors which must modified better behavior 
result. What first glance seems lack interest may 
under closer examination found lack mental 
capacity. The resentful, unco-operative child may seem 
dull, but when his interest kindled may found 
possess agile mind. The mentally retarded child may 
have glib tongue and winning smile which deceive his 
teacher until examination given. Each individual has 
the right the best educational advantages the commu- 
nity able provide for him. Attempts fit all children 
into standard system training will result disaster 
for some them. The school which takes into account the 
individual differences mental endowments its pupils 
will most successful developing individuals who are 
valuable society and credit the school.

VERY teacher should aware the possibility 
having pupil who cannot hear well her class. 
Rather sooner than later, she will actually have one 

more pupils temporarily permanently unable hear or- 
dinary conversation. each instance the problem the 
hard-of-hearing child presents itself for immediate solution. 


Magnitude the Problem 


After very comprehensive and careful study conducted 
Professor Bruehl the University Berlin and Dr. 
Schorsch, superintendent the School for the Deaf the 
same city, Dr. Bruehl declares that between and 
per cent all school children have some ear disease. 
Eliminating the curable and only slightly affected, there 
remained 2.5 per cent who were quite hard hearing. 
Children who could hear conversation spoken close the 
ear, and distance not greater than meters were 
considered suitable subjects for the special school for the 
hard-of-hearing. All others were directed either schools 
for the deaf back the common schools. However, the 
deciding factor placing the child, independent the 
degree hearing, was the principle direct the individual 
that school which, according the sum total its 
personal equipment would derive most profit. 

Reporting investigation the conditions the city 
New York, Richard Tompkins the New York Times 
November 10, 1935, has this say: “Of 618,211 pupils 
tested 603 schools, 19,653, per cent, were found 
have defects hearing one both ears. Part this 
group was then tested with more delicate and accurate in- 
struments called the audiometer. the 12,453 ex- 
amined all but were found have hearing defects 
serious enough treated specialists, and these 
8,830 are now under medical treatment.” Heretofore, ac- 
cording the same report, 1,933 with impaired hearing 
special instruction schools, but since the 
recent survey there are now 3,903 pupils receiving lip-read- 
ing instruction 309 schools the city New York.

Hence the special survey discovered nearly 2,000 children 
who need special attention. 

Intense investigation made national scale reveals 
that 18,000,000 persons are suffering from some impairment 
their hearing, and these 3,000,000 are children. The 
number Catholics among these children each state 
can estimated correlating the number Catholics 
with the census tabulations. have reason believe 
that this number will approximate per cent our paro- 
chial-school children. 

many factors are involved predisposing, causing, 
and accentuating the loss hearing, the number pupils 
handicapped will vary each locality. Unhealthy en- 
vironment, congested living quarters, poverty with conse- 
quent undernourishment, and lack medical care time 
sickness, are known have decided bearing the 
immediate causes deafness. Hence industrial centers 
show greater percentage defective hearing than 
healthy farming communities. 


Disastrous Ramifications 


The child that does not hear well before entering school 
comes the teacher with handicap which affects mental 
development, speech, behavior, temperament, religious 
training, and social attitude. 

Defective hearing causes mental confusion, because 
the consequent uncertainty interpreting the sounds 
caught from the speech the members the family. If, 
for instance, the defect such that consonants are 
heard and only the vowel sounds reach the hearing centers 
the brain, language becomes, the afflicted child, merely 
series grunts varying with the pitch the vowels 
hears. These the child must interpret according the cir- 
cumstance which the sounds are produced. Hence con- 
stant guessing, confusion, nervousness, discouragement, re- 
sentment, unjustly punished, general depressing in- 
feriority complex, overwhelm the child. 

Because half the sounds speech are not heard, the 
child cannot correctly reproduce the words spoken it. 
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Hence its speech correspondingly defective. great 
injustice toward the child, this interpreted due 
mental deficiency. 

Normal children “hear,” that is, mind, their parents upon 
the word. The child with defective hearing delays action 
while seriously trying interpret the command the 
parents. This delay considered unwillingness stub- 
bornness. Consequent punishment breeds antagonism 
against the parents and the behavior problem arises. The 
conduct the parents reflected the brothers and 
sisters the handicapped child with the result that be- 
comes unsocial, headstrong, defiant social relations with 
the household. Even the mildest and most genial tempera- 
ment with which such child may have been endowed 
shattered such treatment. Appeals the heart, senti- 
ment, and affection which are conveyed the spoken word 
fail their purpose simply because the child cannot hear 
them well enough. 

Lacking reliable media receptive and expressive com- 
munication, religious ideas cannot imparted verified 
the child with defective hearing. Hence, though this 
case the religious element vital and supreme impor- 
tance, cannot brought bear the child. This loss 
inestimable. 

loss hearing may set any time. This 
feared particularly after diseases such scarlet fever, 
typhoid fever, measles, meningitis, diphtheria. Serious 
catarrhal conditions also frequently interfere with the 
auditory powers the child. Unfortunately impaired hear- 
ing has tendency become progressively more serious. 

realization these conditions will enable the prudent 
teacher the alert whenever any notable change 
comes over one her pupils. Failure this leads 
further injustice against the child. will soon con- 
sidered persistently inattentive, careless, dull, and even 
feeble-minded. Promotion deferred year, two years, 
three years. oversized, over-aged pupil resents being 
classed with the little ones and shows this various an- 
noying ways against teacher and schoolmates. Meanwhile, 
all spiritual life has been blighted. There immediate 
danger that the ill-feeling, the resentment, and the incipient 
hatred against parents, teachers, and classmates whom 
sees religious functions will carried over against 
religion itself. 

his Probation and Delinquency, Cooley (p. 88) in- 
forms that “50 per cent one half the delinquents 
were either truant backward their schoolwork.” They 
“betrayed the presence early conflicts and maladjust- 
ments, irrespective whether the fault lay with the school 
with the child. Such conflicts constitute early symptoms, 
warning signals future trouble which had been over- 
looked misinterpreted because inadequate insight 
lack facilities had failed receive proper adjust- 
ment.” How many these 3,053 delinquents studied 
the investigators simply could not hear well 


Solution 

Presupposing careful examination the aural defi- 
ciencies the pupil the correct solution will depend upon 
accurate knowledge the mental capabilities, however 
dwarfed they may appear, and upon the hearing range 
the child. 

The child deaf only one ear with unimpaired hearing 
the other, should placed the front row the seats 
and that the good ear always turned toward the 
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teacher. occasional check this child will greatly im- 
prove his chances for advance schoolwork. 

The bright pupil with only slight hearing loss can profit 
greatly among normal children additional lessons lip 
reading. The dull pupil with slight hearing loss should 
have teacher equipped with infinite patience. Bright and 
dull pupil, both with severe loss hearing belong 
special schools staffed qualified teachers. The parents 
who have correct pedagogical outlook and consider the 
welfare this particular child paramount will co-oper- 
ate with the teacher fostering lip reading the family 
circle. 

Young children with defective hearing from early in- 
fancy should sent kindergartens for the hard hear- 
ing. The age which they should sent will depend 
upon the mentality the individual child. The brighter 
the child the earlier should sent the kindergarten, 
even the age three, physically well and 
The kindergarten should not considered hospital 
for sickly children. 

The average teacher will not qualified decide what 
best for the hard-of-hearing child. This becomes evident 
glance the chart prepared Lindner which shows 
shades mentality and degrees hearing, represent- 
ing 4,200 possible combinations ranging from the bright 
child but slightly hard hearing down the totally deaf 
idiot. less than 3,000 these combinations apply 
the class children have been 


Hearing Tests 


general test the hearing all pupils should 
made the beginning each scholastic year. Two simple 
methods may employed. Whispering distance 
three meters and again varying distances eight 
meters will quickly reveal the pupils with defective hear- 
ing. The watch-tick test, which watch gradually 
removed from the ear enables the examiner discover 
more serious loss hearing. All who show marked diffi- 
culty hearing should turned over experts for defi- 
nite and scientific classification. 

Modern scientific instruments permit exact tabulation 
the loss hearing. This expressed sensation units 
(S.U.) decibles which register the smallest difference 
intensity perceptible the ear. All objection such tests 
will removed, bear mind that from one third 
one half the pupils who are compelled repeat one 
more grades are hard hearing. Furthermore, the hard- 
of-hearing child will retain speech already acquired only 
the measure which has mastered reading and writ- 
ing. Hence, the child under the age ten runs the risk 
losing its speech, unless the defect detected and proper 
provisions for lip reading made. 

expected that the parents will surprised 
the findings the experts. The reason evident. The 
child appears hear quite well the small rooms the 
home, because the full volume the voice the speakers 
reaches its ears. The speaker usually very close the 
child, faces it, and speaks directly. Tone and timber 
the voice are very familiar.

SIGHT CONSERVATION THE 
SCHOOL 


Sight conservation deserves important 
place the health activities the school. 
Children have but one pair eyes and the 
greatest care should exercised conserve 
this pair for effective use throughout adult life. 
estimated that fully per cent the 
school population the United States has 
some defects vision. 

Miss Jeannette Donaldson, writing the 
News Bulletin, issued the State Department 
Education Washington, urges that the 
following twelve rules observed teach- 
order conserve the eyesight chil- 
ren: 

tion that makes unnecessary for pupils 
face the windows. 

arranging furniture for writing, see 
that the light from the right left rear, 
according whether the pupil left-handed 
right-handed. 

When pupils read, see that the light 
reaches them from the left right rear. Pupils 
should prevented from reading writing

When seating pupils for group work, 
have them arcs circle, rather than 
complete circles. See that they not face 
the windows. 

Eliminate cover glass areas the 
front the room. 

Keep the shades properly adjusted. Re- 
member that the best light enters the room 
the top the windows. Unless there direct 
sunlight through the windows 
should kept rolled. Pupils appointed for 
this purpose can great assistance 
keeping the shades properly adjusted. 

Remember use the artificial lights 
dark days. Here again pupils can help. 

Keep the windows clear curtains 
plants large enough obscure the light. 

Nearsighted children should 
close the blackboard. 

10. Use large, legible characters the 
blackboard. 

11. Keep blackboard free from chalky film. 

12. Remember that method device, 
however good, can justified involves 
the violation the rules hygiene.

While this number 
was going through the press received the report 
Child Health and Recreation the New York City 
schools, which part the annual report Superintend- 
ent Harold Campbell. The report itself prepared 
Associate Superintendent Schools, Joseph Sheehan. 
report that should read every bishop and 
every diocesan superintendent schools the United 
States. the kind protective and constructive pro- 
gram every child the parochial schools entitled to.

The report just referred shows concretely what actual 
school health program is. Perhaps can indicate the na- 
ture this program quoting the first paragraph the 
report: 

“One needs only remind parents the many diffi- 
culties and problems encountered during the first six years 
child’s life before enters school, have them un- 
derstand the problems and responsibilities the class- 
room teachers, their efforts safeguard the health 
school children after the child enters school.

What 
profits the child have keen and alert mind, fails 
grow straight and strong? Should the child taught 
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graceful and happy his work and play? Should 
the schools assume their responsibility the training 
the child escape the hazards certain preventable dis- 
eases, through vaccination against smallpox, and immun- 
ization against diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, whoop- 
ing cough, and typhoid fever? Should the schools teach 
children how spend their leisure time healthful ac- 
tivities; provide all children with healthful and 
cheerful school and classroom environment; able 
recognize the early signs illness, and thus prevent the 
spread communicable diseases? Should taught the 
joy going through life free from physical handicaps, 
such defective vision, hardness hearing, defective 
teeth, malnutrition, obstructed nasal breathing? 
the responsibility the school (and the home) teach 
the child correct habits personal hygiene, the selection 
the right kinds food and safety measures that will 
prevent accidents the home and the highways? 
teach him good sportsmanship and proper social relations 
with his playmates?” 

While not accept statement ultimate 
goal, the sentence quoted the first page: “The most im- 
portant business child’s life learn how live 
healthfully,” realize both its practical importance 
immediate objective, and that has important bearings 
the ultimate moral and religious goal, which in- 
dicated the statement educational policy this issue.

Such program will include, course, fundamen- 
tally school building and classrooms meeting the highest 
health and sanitary standards set for schools, 
light, heat, cubic contents, adjustable desks, etc. will 
mean daily health inspection and periodic health examina- 
tion. will mean co-operation parents, family physician, 
school health service, and public health departments. 
will extend disease prevention and accident pre- 
vention. will reach all kinds physical defects, vision 
and audition especially. will teach fundamental habits 
and attitudes personal hygiene. will provide health- 
ful and sane recreation that will carry over leisure-time 


activities. all phases, knowledge, attitudes, and 


will together. 

Nor must think thus emphasizing the physical 
health the child are not serving the fundamental 
purpose Catholic education. rather striking passage 
his excellent little book, The Formation Character, 
Father Hull points out the relationship:

have learned, too, that there mental hygiene 
the school process well physical hygiene. And Cath- 
olics need recognize that there is, too, spiritual hy- 
giene the school process. Teachers Catholic schools 
their little superstitious practices, their false em- 
phasis questions morals, overemphasizing the fear 
God without stressing the love God, have done ir- 
reparable injury children which have lasted throughout 
their lives. They build this way the spiritually dis- 
integrating scruples. They develop kind Jansenism. 

There also learning words without understanding 
what the words mean. There appeal motives that 
the child his present stage development not capable 
understanding. There notably some recent texts 
assumption spiritual maturity that shows lack 
knowledge child life.

keeps the positive side religion uppermost but raises 
appropriately, the child’s level and within his experi- 
ence, the idea punishment and fear. The teacher will see 
that with increasing knowledge there goes increasing love. 
The fundamental training will good moral habits.

The 
broad knowledge religion and the religious develop- 
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ment human beings will prevent the development 


the part the child superstitions and scruples. 


Closely related the problem the spiritual hygiene 
the educational process the mental hygiene the 
process. thought that sent the mind the child 
school learn. That was supposed easy process. 
didn’t think all the teacher had was write 
tabula rasa, then the job was stuff the memory, 
while the memory was strong. had not dawned par- 
ents teachers, for that matter that this proc- 
ess learning could irreparable injury the phys- 
ical and mental make-up the child during the remainder 
his life. Teachers have all generations done mental 
harm children the school. not mean merely the 
nagging, irritable teacher. mean 
teacher the world. have learned now vocabulary 
describe these conditions: complexes, inhibitions, ob- 
sessions, divided personality, and other terms mental 
hygiene. 

have learned important how present the ma- 
terials our classrooms. Certain ways contribute men- 
tal health, and certain ways are injurious. Take simple 
thing like presenting material which the child does not 
understand resulting his failure. have not realized 
the mental effects continued discourage- 
ment, lack self-respect, and development 
complexes, compensating superiority obsessions. 
know, too, possible injure child’s future develop- 
ment mathematics keeping him too long object 
lessons counting his fingers. excessive drill 
can prevent the breakdown habits which essential 
for future progress. These are aspects the problem 
mind-training that were neglected unknown and that 
even now are not universally regarded. 

The Catholic school will consider its instruction not 
merely the didactic problem but the human problem 
the learning children. will give major consideration 
the problem the mental hygiene well the spiritual 
hygiene the school process, which are very closely re- 
lated. The emotional and volitional elements will con- 
sidered well the intellectual ones. The effects 
learning the “subconscious” “unconscious” will 
taken into account. The Catholic teacher will take into 
account the whole child, physical, mental, and spiritual, 
and will concerned not only with the knowledge the 
child learns but with his attitudes, his emotional stability, 
and his whole make-up. are forming human being

Statistics inform that the percentage children show- 
ing defects will about follows: Defective teeth, 
75; malnutrition, 25; deformed feet, spines, joints, 
20; diseased tonsils and adenoids, 25; defective 
sight, 25; defective hearing, tuberculosis, mental 
deficiency, heart diseases, 1.5 

remedy these individual defects the teacher finds 
necessary work co-operation with the parents and 
the public authorities who are responsible for maintaining 
healthful environment for the children. The control 
contagion, proper legislation concerning housing, good 
roads, and child labor are vitally important preventing 
disease and deficiencies.

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High-School Enrollment Increases 


Enrollment the Catholic high schools continues increase the 
Archdiocese Philadelphia. According the recent report Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. John Bonner, diocesan superintendent, the high schools the 
diocese had September, 1934, the largest enrollment their history. 
Buildings new and old and annexes were taxed their utmost capacity, 
and still only per cent those notified their eligibility enter 
high school could accommodated. And October, 1935, there were 
4,913 pupils enrolled the first year high school, which per 
cent those eligible. 

Notwithstanding the large increase high-school enrollment and 
definite increase the enrollment the upper grades, that the 
lower grades again showed decrease, making the total figure for high 
school and grade school 138,168 pupils, decrease 545 from the 
previous year. Some this decrease may due shifting popula- 
tion which has left classrooms vacant some schools and seriously 
overcrowded those other districts. 

Monsignor Bonner calls attention another problem which faces 
parish leaders, clergy and laity, throughout the nation; namely, that 
assisting spiritually, educationally, socially, and sometimes economically, 
the vast army our high-school graduates who are financially unable 
attend college classes and also unable find employment. 

The health and physical welfare parochial-school children the 
City Philadelphia was supervised corps medical inspectors 
and nurses the city department public health. Monsignor Bonner 
calls attention the need for increase this service the city 
and the extension the Catholic schools existing county health 
service outside the city. 


Growth Catholic Colleges 


The department education the National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference, under the direction Rev. George Johnson, Ph.D., has just 
issued directory Catholic universities, colleges, and normal schools 
the United States, which includes brief general historical sketch, 
statistical account the increase enrollment 235 per cent from 
1920 1932, and classified information regarding the number and 
kinds teachers and students, etc. complete list the schools 
given with statistics for each. The data presented was obtained through 
survey made the department 1933-34. 

The most striking feature the report graph the growth 
enrollment Catholic universities and colleges from 33,798 1920 
113,658 1932, increase 235 per cent. 1934 the enrollment 
had declined four tenths one per cent 113,230. 1934 there were 
174 colleges and universities, for men and for women. There 
were 9,757 teachers, increase 51.7 per cent over the number for 
1924. these, 52.6% were lay teachers and 47.4% religious. 

Previous education was reported for 18,788 the 20,172 freshmen. 
This information indicated that 51.1 per cent the students had re- 
ceived their preparatory training Catholic high schools and 48.4 
per cent public high schools. More than per cent the men and 
less than per cent the women came from public high schools. 

Part the report devoted diocesan teachers’ colleges and 
normal schools conducted dioceses religious orders. Among the 
diocesan teachers’ colleges are listed those Toledo, Brooklyn, St. 
Paul, Cincinnati, Cleveland, Wichita, and Philadelphia. Many the 
religious orders both men and women maintain their own normal 
schools. During the year academic degrees were conferred upon 
144 graduates the diocesan teachers’ colleges and normal schools 
and 1,257 certificates were granted those institutions. 

Father Johnson’s introduction this pamphlet states that pamphlets 
are preparation covering the seminaries, high schools, elementary 
schools, and all higher institutions and boarding academies. 


First-Grade Enrollment Increase
